_ The anarchy along the Middle 
Yangtse is typified by the state of 
affairs existing between Shasi and 
Ichang, "between which ports no 
fewer than 52 bandit stations 
have been éstablished. They hold 
up junks and lighters and .extort 
heavy ransoma and tolls. 
General Yang Sen has comman- 
deered» all steamers, no matter 
what flag” they fly, to’ transport 
his 60,000 troops down the river. 
Among other steamers he has 
taken is the ex-China Merchants’ 
“Kiang Kiang,” which was on her 
way from Shanghai-to Chungking 
with a full cargo. ‘The cargo was 
dumped on the beach’ and the 
vessel loaded with troops and sent 
to Shasi, The “Kiang Kiang” has 
made three voyages and has not 
yet been released. . : 
The bandits along the river 
have even’ attacked these troops- 
ships, boarding and, looting them. 
It is believed here that if. Gen- 
eral ‘Yang Sen advances and takes 
Hankow, Ichang wil] be attacked 
by his rivals from Chungking, and 
that what little trade does pass 
will.again be ruptured.

be worked over Jand if enatward of'- 
the Fastnet,- which is not relinble 
for this kind of work. I see from 
the approaches to English Channel 
chart that Carnsore Point {s mark- 
ed for a wireleas telegraph D.F, 
station, but cannot find any. trace 
In the Marcon} list of stations. If 
this station is working an absolute- 
ly yelinble position could be had 
from Cape Clear Island, Carnsore 
Point, ‘and the Scillies. The U.S. 
Government are absolutely efficient 
in this aid to navigation, and one 
can go from the Florida Straits 
right up to the St. Lawrence with: 
out even a sight, which is a great 
help and load taken off the mas- 
ter in thick and dirty weather. I 
do not know whether you have had 
this proposition put forward to. you 
before, but I should say it would

The Sergeant 
actually took the'first bend at the 
bottom of the hill on the extreme 
right of the road, and it looked, as 
if the Sergeant was deliberately 
obstructing the defendant. De- 
fendant added that-on the way up 
he had several opportunities.to 
pass the Sergeant, but realising 
that it was dangerous he refrain- 
ed from doing so. At the bend in 
question the road was very wide 
and the Sergeant was then on 
the extreme left-of the road, so 
there was no danger in passing 
him as the defendant did. As,.a 
matter, of fact, defendant said he 
would not have made the decision 
to pass the Sergeant had not the 
latter appeared to him to be slow- 
ing down. As that part of the 
hill was ‘the steepest, the defen- 
dant did not wish to change his 
revolutions just before negotiat-. 
ing it, so he passed the Sergeant. 
Defendant added that he had his 
wife and child in the car at the 
time, and it was not conceivable 
that he would deliberately endan- 
ger them, besides the car ‘was 
about to be sold and he would be 
the last one to seek a smash up 
just before putting through the 
With regard to the hill 
being a control area the defendant 
suid that he was not aware it was 
80,
